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HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 



The general work of the Highway Department during 
this year has included the usual maintenance and a limited 
amount of repairing. The greatest part of the Highway 
work has been done with the aid of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, which although a relief measure has brought a 
permanent improvement to the various Town roads and 
streets. 

General Highway 

A section on West Street, and one on North Street, 
which were given their first treatment of Tarvia last year, 
were given a second application this year. The State contrib- 
uted $160.00 toward the cost of this work which amounted 
to $346.60. The older sections of Tarvia treated roads were 
not treated this year, so it may be necessary to retreat most 
of them next year. 

Cain Street, the portion of School Street between Bea- 
ver Pond Road and Market Street, and North Street from 
Florence Road to the railroad bridge were resurfaced with 
gravel. 

The usual application of chloride was made during the 
summer on all the streets not surface treated. The State 
contributed $169.80 for dust laying on Selected Highways. 
Additional chloride and rock salt was mixed in the sand 
when used for winter sanding. 

The State Patrol in combination with the Towns of 
Rutland and Pittsford, cared for the entire length of the 
East Road, Selected Highway No. 1, from April 15th to 
November 15th. The Town share of this expense was 
$247.50. The State also contributed $58.00 for general main- 
tenance of the Selected Highway, and $527.50 for the 
Unselected Highway. 

By an agreement with the Towns of Rutland and Pitts- 
ford, the Proctor snow plow covered both the East and West 



Roads, from Highway No. 4 in Rutland to Highway No. 7 in 
Pittsford, and to the Sandpit Road at Blorence. For this 
work Pittsford paid $73.46 and the Rutland share was 
$48.11. The total cost of snow plowing and sanding was 
$683.25. The State paid $90.31 making the actual cost for 
Proctor $471.37. 

The sidewalks were plowed and sanded as necessary at 
a cost of $37.92. 

WPA Projects 

Village Streets Improvement and Beautif ication 

With the aid of the Works Progress Administration 
considerable money has been spent for various Village Street 
Improvements. Work on Cain and Center Streets, started 
last year, was completed. 

The curve on Church Street at Pine Street was widened 
and a stone wall erected at the foot of the ledge. Also im- 
provement was made at the corner of Church and High 
Streets. 

The section of South Street at the east end of the 
Marble Bridge was widened and a stone wall was laid against 
the east bank. 

Storm drains were installed on South Street from 
Holden Avenue north approximately three hundred feet. 

Sections of Bluff, Williams and Market Streets were 
widened. The banks on the extreme north end of East Street 
have been regraded to correspond with improvements made 
by the State to the adjoining highway in Pittsford. 

Sidewalk Construction 

Considerable heavy fill and gravel top was placed for a 
sidewalk on South Street, to extend from Holden Avenue to 
the entrance to Riverside Cemetery, and a start was made 
on the construction of a sidewalk on Grove Street, from 
South to River Streets. 

The State built a new cement bridge with twenty foot 
roadway and one five foot sidewalk over the Rutland Rail- 



road on North Street. The Town rebuilt the approaching 
sidewalks, retaining walls, and railings. 

Florence Road 

Continuing the project begun last y^ar, the entire Flor- 
ence Road was resurfaced with gravel and the width of the 
roadway mcreased to a unfiorm two-way road. Shoulders 
and gutters were constructed, thus making the entire road 
a very worth while and lasting improvement. 

West Road 

Likewise the West Road to Rutland Town line was re- 
surfaced with gravel and improved, making it a two-way 
road. Some additional shoulder work at the Village limits 
IS no\^ being done to improve further that section. 

The State has contributed $745.87 toward this work on 
the West Road and $200.00 toward the resurfacing on the 
Florence Road. 

Widening Marble Bridge 

The widening of the Marble Bridge has been the major 
project durmg this year. This work has now been completed 
with the exception of some landscaping along the banks and 
approaches. The total cost of this improvement to date is 
$27,731.52, of this the WPA payroll is $10,264 17 The 
State paid $6,701.61, co-vering two thirds the cost of ma- 
terials. 

The improved bridge now has two six foot sidewalks, 
and a twenty-four foot roadway with an entirely new drain- 
age system. On the north side of the west approach the 
roadway was widened and sidewalk was relaid to conform 
to the new alignment of the bridge.

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This is the Fiftieth Anniversary of the first meeting of 
this Town. The Legislature o)f 1886 by Act No. 137 set 
apart sections of the Towns of.' Rutland and Pittsford, and 
incorporated the Town of Procter. A copy of the record of 
the first Town Meeting is printei^d in this report. 

The increase in private errnployment in the community 
made it possible to reduce consiiderably the expenditures for 
relief requirements. This reduiction, together with the tax 
increase of seventy-five cents ov^er the previous year, enabled 
the Town to meet the curren t expenses and also to pay 
$1,000.00 on the debt. The tax burden of the property 
owners is now very heavy andl should not continue at the 
present rate any longer than necessary. Expenditures must 
be reduced just as soon as cir^cumstances permit. A sum- 
mary of Receipts and Disburse^ments for 1936, omitting all 
cross entries, shows that nearl^^ $50,000.00 was required in 
addition to the aid received from the Federal Government in 
the form of wages paid to relief workers. 

^ The community received f irom the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration the sum of $29,78>4.46, covering the payroll of 
relief workers on the various WPA projects. This does not 
include $4,081.57, the amount ojf the payrolls on the projects 
employing women. An accomp^anying table shows the vari- 
ous work projects undertaken a:nd gives in detail the amount 
of Local expenditures as well a^s the amount of Federal aid. 
All of these projects have beem selected to provide employ- 
ment and at the same time a<ccomplish something of per- 
manent value. The widening of the Marble Bridge merits 
special recognition. This beaut:iful structure was erected in 
1915 as a memorial to Govermor Fletcher D. Proctor and 
was given to the Town by his nniother, Mrs. Emily J. Proctor. 

The Town was fortunate irn securing a new overpass on 
North Street. This bridge, whiich was completed during the 
summer, was a grade crossing irelief project. 

The total Welfare Expens^e was red.uced by nearly one 
half as compared to 1935. TThose in need, however, re- 
ceived adequate aid and 1the Town maintained its 
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h^h standard of granting assistance in a generous 
and humane manner. The names of those require- 
mg assistance during 1935 and 1936 have not been 
printed m the Town Reports, but instead the amount ex- 
pended for them has been considered in the nature of a loan 
It IS the understanding that those who were granted help 
will repay the Town as soon as their circumstances improve 
to such an extent that they are able to do so. In many cases 
an opportunity has been provided to do special work for the 
aid received. The work relief offered has materially reduced 
the amount of direct relief. The sum of $1,252 was paid for 
aid to eight families who formerly resided here but who are 
now living in other towns. 

Miscellaneo.us Relief, with the exception of the wood 
cutting operation, has been carried on as during the previous 
year. The project of improving the Town Forest, completed 
m the Spring, provided 165 cords of wood which were dis- 
tributed to those in need. About 45 cords were also cut by 
the Town on East Mountain, and were distributed in- ex- 
change for two days' work per cord. 

The Garden and Canning operations and the Clothing 
Center have completed another successful year. This was 
made possible through Federal grants and the facilities do- 
nated by the Vermont Marble Company. Relief Gardens 
were given to 67 families and the produce grown was esti- 
mated to be worth $5,368.00. The Canning Kitchen put up 
23,231 quarts of vegetables and fruit. The Clothing Center 
has continued, in an exceptional manner, the task of provid- 
ing clothing to those needing help. A total of 99 families, re- 
presenting 520 persons, have been assisted. The active co- 
operation of the various charitable organizations of the com- 
munity, and the assistance of many individuals have been 
most helpful in this important endeavor. 

On January 31, 1937 the number of unemployed men 
and boys over 17 years of age was 132 as compared to 247 a 
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year ago. The number receiving WPA work has been re- 
duced from 115 to 47 during the. same period. Of the 47 men 
now employed on Works Progress Administration projects, 
34 are heads of families, 4 are unattp,ched single, and 9 are 
young men from, large families. The number of youths from 
this Town in the Civilian Conservation Corps has been re- 
duced from 44 a year ago to 20 at present. 

Twelve citizens are now receiving old age assistance. 
The amount of $2,550.00 was paid to them during 1936. 

The community was fortunate to secure the services of 
Mr. Frank J. Olney, a trained engineer, as Road Commis- 
sioner, Supervisor of Town Work and Superintendent of the 
Village Water and Sewer Depts. He took over these duties 
on April 1, 1936. 

Miss Gertrude S. Carrigan of Pittsford has sued the 
Town as the result of an accident which occurred on Janu- 
ary 1st, 1936. The case will probably come to trial at the 
March term of County Court. 

Following the custom of several years the various Town 
Officers have made their printed reports as brief as possible. 
The detailed items covering all the activities of the Town 
are on file with the Treasurer and are available for the in- 
spection of any taxpayer upon request. 

The Town again acknowledges its gratitude to all the 
State and Federal Officials who have been ever ready to 
render assistance in their various fields of activity. Their 
courtesy and helpfulness is greatly appreciated. The Offi- 
cials of the Town welcome criticism or suggestions from any 
resident. They are most grateful to all the citizens of the 
community for their continued cooperation and goodwill.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



An extensive epidemic of measles prevailed in Proctor 
during the early months of 1936. Four hundred thirty-six 
cases were reported, and one hundred ninety-two families 
were quarantined for that disease alone. 

There were six cases of chicken pox in four families. 

Five homes were under full quarantine for the seven 
cases of scarlet fever that were reported. 

There has been one case of typhoid fever. The disease 
was contracted outside the state. 

During the late fall months whooping cough made its 
appearance. Thus far there have been forty-nine cases re- 
ported and thirty-eight families placed under modified quar- 
antine. 

In May under the supervision of the School Nurse and 
the Health Officer pre-school children were given inocula- 
tions of diphtheria toxoid and were vaccinated against small 
pox. Some one hundred sixty-five children received this im- 
munizing treatment. 

That some of the contagious diseases can now be pre- 
vented by inoculations or vaccinations is a well known fact. 
Small pox is practically unknown in our community, and 
there has been no recognized case of diphtheria here since 
1931. We now have good authority for believing that if 
children were vaccinated against whooping cough before an 
epidemic occurs, 90% of them would not contract the 
disease.
